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URBAN RENEWAL FUTURE UNCERTAIN 


With a Town Meeting scheduled 
for next Monday evening to 
vote on Wilmington’ s Urban Re- 
newal Project, the future was 
just as clouded as it could be 
as the Town Crier went to 
Press, Wednesday afternoon. 
The Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority, with all members pre- 
sent, went into executive 
session, on motion of member 
James P. Donahue, late Tuesday 
night, and emerged one hour 
late with absolutely nothing 
to say, 

Mr. Donahue’s motion was to 
have an executive session 
‘about Urban Renewal’, but 
what he or any other member 
proposed is unknown, 

Baldwin Club opposes WHA 
The Baldwin Civic Association 
Inc. meeting, Tuesday night, 
issued a statement on which 
the members voted unanimously 
that they were not in favor of 
the Wilmington Housing Author- 
ity conducting the Urban Re- 
newal project, but preferred 
instead to have it conducted 
by an Urban Renewal Develop- 


ment Authority, to be appoint- 
ed by the Board of Selectmen. 

The Club declared that Urban 
Renewal was desireable for 
Wilmington. 

(Wilmington’s Selectmen, in 
their original discussions, 
had planned for an Urban Re- 
newal Authority, but were 
stopped by the WHA, who under 
the law of that day were ina 
paramount position. 

4 vote in last March’s Town 
Meeting, was to have been to 
confirm the original vote of 
the town,on Urban Renewal. This 
vote would have left no doubt 
as to either WA or an Urban 
Renewal Authorities right to 
carry out the project, but it 
was ‘passed by’ in the meeting 

An Urban Xenewal Authority 
can only now be voted if the 
Town Meeting and Selectmen 
both agree. If it were voted 
four members would be appoint- 
ed by the Selectmen, until the 
next Town Election, The fifth 
member would be appointed by 
the State),

“SECOND’ DUMP CLOSED 
AS RUBBISH ACCUMULATES 


The ‘second’ Town Dump, in- 
tended exclusively for wood, 
trees, etc,, on Abigail’s Is- 
land, in North Wilmington, has 
been closed, since last Friday 
on orders of the Wilmington 
Water Department, A guard has 
been posted, on a part time 
basis, and a snow fence put up 
across the entramce to the new 
Highway Department Garage, in 
an effort to keep ‘trash’ out 
of the Wilmington water shed 
area 

Town Manager Cecil Lancaster 
and the Board of Health have 
both agreed to the measure, 
which became necessary when 
tin cans and other unburmable 
trash began to accumulate in 
large quantities, 

Just who dumped all the un- 
bumable trash is not know, 
but one rumor says that the 
State Department of Public 
forks is among those who used 
the ‘second’ dump for this 
purpose, Material from the 
trash cans alongside the new 


LInterstate Xoute 93 is sup- 


posed to have been dumped on 


‘bigail’s Island, according to 
one well informed source, 
Superintendent of Streets 
Jimmy White is finding, each 
morning, as he goes to the new 
Town Garage, that overnight 
trash has been dumped in front 
of the snowfence which now 
blocks off the entrance to the 
garage and to Abigail's Island 
No Wood at Spinazla’s 

The only public dump open to 
residents of Wilmington is 
that of Clarence Spinazla, in 
South Wilmington, but wnder 
orders of the Wilmington Dept. 
of Health no wood may be 
dumped at that place. 
Spinazola is specifically 
prohibited from burning mater- 
ials, except under a special 
order from the Dept. of Health 
The original plan, now abro- 
gated, was that all wooden ma- 
terials should be dumped on 
Abigail's Island, to be burned 
by the Water Department, As 
things now stand, Wilmington 
residents have no place in 
which they can dump wooden 
materials,

* to find a new place not only to live, but from 
which to do business.’ The trouble was that such 
a site, he found out, would cost from $40 to

old Town Dump, where the Planning Board has 
wanted a business zone, because of grevel pits, 
ete - only the P.B. had never got around to 
making it such, for which they perhaps may have 
been thankful, to a very slight degree, in the 
late gravel war with Steve Hathaway. 

But the former pwner, Tom Waugh, had con- 
ducted a business of making stagings there and 
perhaps Ernie hoped that lightning would strike’ 
and it would be ok for him to conduct his busi- 
ness on the same site.

From a legal standpoint perhaps Mr Shea was 
on a little shaky ground, although he hired one 
of the best attorneys in Wilmington, Paul Niles 

But from a standpoint of friends \fr Shea had 
no trouble. All his former neighbors and some 
of his present ones were there, and they all 
testified for Ernie. 

The Planning Board, of course, opposed, but 
they had no alternative. Privately they admit- 
ted that Mr Shea's land should be rezoned, but 
publicly they could only do their duty. 

It is doubtful that the Board of Appeals 
can grant @ variance. We really don't know, 
But we believe that the Planning Board will 
see fit to do as it was once planning, and re- 
zone the area, which will be better in the 
long run, as Mr. Shea will then have esta- 
blished a home in a business zone, and be bet- 
ter off than ever before. 


THE TWO THIRDS QUESTION 
Next Monday, at 8 pm in The Herbert C. Bar- 
rows Auditorium, the fate of Urban Renewal in 
Wilmington might or might not be settled by the 
vote of the people. We say "might" because 
there seems to be last minute activities afoot 


to replace the Housing Authority with an Urban’ 


Renewal Authority, and it is conceivable that 
the Town might so vote. 

If the vote is put, on Urban Renewal, next 
Monday, the place to watch is the vote on bond- 
ing, under Article 5. 

The WHA is as ling for a bond of $275,000. 
No down payment has to be made by the town, but 
in order to get the $275 thousand at least two 
thirds of those present must vote in the af- 
firmative. 

So Article 5 will be the key - and if there 
is just a bare majority it might well happen 
that the opponents of Urban Renewal will go out 
and get some re-inforcements - for again there 
must be a two-thirds vote on the two zonin 
articles - Articles 7 and 8. : 

We can't make any predictions, 
say that, in spite of the seeming apathy we 
expect a large crowd.

We had a total of 2.73 inches 
of rain in August, and so far 
in September have had .53 in- 
ches - .32 on Sept. 1 and . 21 
on Sunday. 
The Old Bridge 

Way back in 1848, near the 
present Concord Street, on 
Lubber’ s Brook, there was some 
kind of a logging accident, 
Some Reading men were float- 
ing logs down the brook, pre- 
sumably to the saw mill that 
used to be on Mill Road, in 
No, Reading, and one of the 
men was drowned, He happened 
to be a Selectman of Reading, 
so that some notice was made 
of it, in the Boston papers. 
We have always wondered whe- 
ther or not the Concord Street 
bridge over the brook was in 
existance at that time. lie ne- 
ver have been able to tell, 
other than by the way the 
stones were cut, and the type 
of chisel that was used was 
invented in 1823. 

Anyway, during the past week 
the Highway Department took up 
the old bridge, and substitut- 
ed two five foot culverts. It 
was a part of the program of 
widening the street - and the 
old bridge is no more. 

We noticed, for a while, that 
the fish in the stream, cut off 
from flowing water, were gasp- 
ing for a breath of oxygen. 
Large schools of small perch 
were to be seen, and a few 
pickerel were to be seen - but 
no trout, 

After the culverts were down 
the perch disappeared, and we 
saw a trout break water, They 
seem to have a little more ca- 
pacity in this regard than 

the wild and rugged perch. 

Incidently, in their work the 
Highway Department has widened 
imd straightened Lubbers’ 
Brook, so that there are now 
several much larger pools. It 
ought to be a tempting sight 
to our spring fishermen.

Ci Joseph Bond 

The first of the Bond fmily 
to live in Wilmington was Capt 
Joseph Bond, @ Revolutionary 
War soldier who was presumably 
born about 11760. He served 
with General Washington, and 
was a baker.’ ;t was probably 
in the Army that Capt. Bond 
got his formula for the crac- 
kers he and his descendants 
Sold all over New England, 

He was the first baker to go 
into the wholesale business in 
baking, and the firm he found- 
ed is now the Continental Be 
king Compmy. 

He was 24 years old when he 
came to Wilmington, married tc 
Mary Lawrence, and De rhaps 
with several children, There 
are names of people who can 
only be explained if one as- 
sumes that Capt. Bond was the 
father. 

Several children were born in 
Wilmington, and those who sur- 
vived the rigors of childhood 
in that age carried on the 
business until about 1876, 
when it left Wilmington, never 
to return,

Baptist Church is today, and 
here he had his first bakery. 
The crackers, apparently much 
like ‘pilot bread’ which is 
used for rations in lifeboats 
because of its lasting quali- 
ties, was sold all over New 
England. The wagons made re- 
gular routes, and could be 
identified a long distance off 
by their bright colors. ,ust 
what the combination was is 
not known, but one of the co- 
lors was a bright red. 
It was probably Alanson Bond 
who lived in the house across 
from St. Thomas Rectory, and 
beside the Legion Hall, Alan- 
Son married Clarissa Buck, and 
the house has several baking 
ovens, where he may have 
worked. His sister Charlotte

The bakeries prospered, and 
in the 1850's, after Capt. 
Bond’s death there were about 

50 men employed there. 
Many of them boarded in the 
old Blamchard House, the house 
being operated by a family 
named Marshall, 

One of the bakers who was em- 

ployed by the Bond family was 
Daniel Kelley, the first man 
to emigrate to Wilmington du- 
ring the times of the potato 
famine, in Jreland, Daniel 
arrived in Wilmington in 1848, 
after having lived in South 
Boston for about a year. 
(His family arrived in the US 
ahead of Dan. He had them 
safely on the ship, in Cork, 
and went ashore for a ‘quick 
one’. While he was ashore the 
ship sailed.) 

(James E. Kelley, Wilmington 
Town Clerk for many years, was 
a son of Daniel Kelley, the 
only child to be born in wWil- 
mington. There are descendmts 
of Daniel living in Wilmington 
today. 


Other Houses 

The Bond family was one of 
the more prosperous in #il- 
mington about the time of the 
Civil War. In addition to the 
building which is now St, Tho- 
mas sectory they built the Mc- 
Mahon home, at the head of the 
Common, and Arthur T. Bond, 
(perhaps the last of his name 
in Wilmington) built the home 
where Town Counsel Phillip 
Buzzell now lives. 
But all the Bond family did 
}not stay in Wilmington. 

Joseph J. Bond, for instance, 
the grandson of Capt. Bond, 
moved to Dakotah Territory in 
1885, with his new bride, Mar- 
garet Cole. She was a great- 
aunt to many people living in 
Wilmington today. 
The Bakeries Bumed 

It can only be presumed that 
there was trouble, but both of 
the bakeries purned, within 
10 years of each other, at 
about the time of the Civil 
War. Perhaps it is wrong to 
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say that trouble existed, it 
could have been entirely ac- 


cidental, but with the buming 
of the bakeries the Bond bak- 
ers moved to Boston, and are 
the Continental Baking Com- 
pany of today, and no relation 
at all to the Bond Bread of 
today. 

The first bakery to burn was 
the older one, where the Bap- 
tist Church is today, and 
where Jimmy Kelley built his 
home that is now a part of 
the church, It burned in 1855. 
The buming of the second was 
a spectacular event. 

It occured in November of 
1863, and always reminds the 
writer of the story of the ma- 
gician who was giving a show 
on a ship, much to the mysti- 
fication of the snip’ s parrot, 
who watched things disappear. 
The ship was hit by a torpe- 
do and sank, and only the par- 
rot and the magician were 
afloat after a couple of hours 
after which the parrot said: 
‘All right - you made them 
disappear - now bring them 
back!’ 

The point of the story is 
that a magician’s show was 
being given that night, in the 
basement of the Congregational 
Church, (the ;econd building). 
Nearly everyone in tom was 
present, when a cry went up 
‘The Bakery is Burning!’ 

The fire spread rapidly in 
the dry timbers, and Wilming- 
ton’ s people could only stand 
by and watch. It was seen in 
Woburn, and the one piece of 
apparatus in that town was 
sent to the scene. 

A spark from the fire blew 
across the street, and lodged 
in the steeple of the Congre- 
gational Church. 

Before the eyes of #ilming- 
ton’s citizens that fire 
spread, and worked its way 
down into the roof. yo hose 
would reach it, and daring men 
who tried to climb up could do 
nothing. 

The church, too, burned down, 
but not before a good deal of 
the contents were saved. 

That is why the story of the 
parrot and the magician has 

always seemed so funny. We 


have wondered if there was a 
parrot on the scene that night. 
The Bond Twins 
One noteworthy feature of the 
Bond family was that there 
were two sets of twins born, 
to them, in Wilmington, within 

eight months, back in 1815. 

Joseph Bond Jr., amd his wife 
Lucy Davis became the parents 
of twin boys on Sept. 12, 1815 
The boys were named Timothy 
Davis Bond, and Thomas Davis 
Bond. Both lived to manhood, 


and Arthur Thomas Bond, he who 
built the Buzzell home, was 
the son of Thomas and his wife 
Olive Thompson. 
Twin girls had been born in 
February of the same year to 
Joseph's brother William, and 
his wife, Sally Thompson of 
Woburn, gne of them died the 
next day, but the other seems 
to have survived, although 
there seems to be no record of 
either her marriage or death, 
Arthur T. Bond 
Arthur T. Bond, he who built 
the Buzzell home, married 
twice. ye was Wilmington’ s 
historian, at about the time 
of the Spanish American War, 
and reported that he had done 
a considerable amount of re- 
search, a statement al which 
some of the old timers scoffed 
Just what Arthur Bond had ac- 
complished is a mystery for no 
one ever saw his papers, other 
than a small booklet he once 
prepared. ,f the papers sur- 
vive they are in New Yrok City 
where his daughter was an at- 
torney some few years ago. 
In one of the Town Meetings 
of that time Arthur Bond had 
an article in the Warrant as- 
king for an appropriation of 
$1500, so that he could finish 


his book. 

The article lost, in a nearly 
tie vote, the vote being 32 to 
31, or something like that, 

If Arthur had prepared those 
Papers, and if, in spite of 
the scoffers he was telling 
the truth, which it seems he 
was, the town lost a lot by 
that vote, for a few years la- 
ter an unfortunate fire de- 
stroyed a considerable part of 
the town’s original records, 
and no copy exists.

program would advance money 
for planning and engineering 
studies, and if the project 
were proven feasible, pay two- 
thirts of the cost of redevel- 
oping ‘“ilmington Square. 

Tre Problem 

2. The questions now raised 
about Urb ‘eneval concern: 

(1) “hether or not Urban Re- 
newal is still needed in ‘il-

(2) shether or not the pro- 
posed Urban Xenewal plan is 
financially sound and consis- 
tent with good planning. 

(3) Whether or not the Hous- 
ing Authority is the appro- 
priate agency to administer 
the Urban Senewal Progran. 

(4) *hether or not the discre 
tion to be exercised in the 
Urban Renewal pla ought to be 
subject to further controls or 
limitation, 

Since the objective of Urban 
Renewal is to produce a Town 
Center, rather than a shopping 
Center, the need remains, de- 
spite the Jefoules retail com- 
plex. Competitive shopping 
facilities will probably lo- 
cate in the project area, but 
competition is not necessarily 
wrong. 4t least one supermar- 
ket in Wilmington is interes- 
ted in locating in the area, 
and in any event must eventu- 
ally move from its present, 
inadequate site. It is of 
course possible for a small 
part of the Urban Renewal area 
to be developed without Urban 

enewal, but at best, such 
limited development would fix 
more firmly upon Wilmington an 
unbuildable peat bog and 
structures whose shabbiness 
gives an unwholesome portrait 
of \ilmington to visitors and 
observors. 


Legislation pending, before 
the General court could sub- 
stantially reduce the cost to 
ilmington and allow more fa- 
vorable financing that could 
minimize the immediate tax- 
rate impact during the interum 
period between land acquisi- 
tion and full re-use con 
truction. 

controversy over past actions 
and judgement of the Housing 
Authority and serious friction 
between it and other eo 
boards and oficials have in 
troduced an arguement into Ur- 
ban Renewal which has inter 
fered with the evaluation of 
the project on its own merits. 
Once approved, and the pro- 
ject actually undertakm, com- 
plete descretion resides in 
the liousing Authority. The re- 
lation of this project to the 
planning and economic develop- 
ment of Wilmington is so fun- 
damental that it suggests the 
need for subsequent reviews 
and approvals as insurance 
that all agencies of the town 
government are united behind 
an integrated policy for muni- 
cipal improvement. 

Recommendations 

(1) Urban Renewal is needed 
in ‘tilmington Sqere; failure 
to participate in the Federal 
program would be inexcusably 
short-sighted. 

(2) Further review and de- 
tailed exploration of the Ur- 
ban Renewal plan is needed. To 
date the Housing Authority has 
failed to win support for the 
obvious advantages of the pro- 
ject. 

(3) ¥ith legislation pending
